TWO METHODS OF FRYING 


a 


HY? is it that the art of fish cookery 
is so” sadly neglected in «this 
Thousands of cooks who turn 
out really excellent joints and stews will 
all too often serve the most Jamentable 
fish dishes. This is. a great pity, for fish 
is one of the finest of all foods. e 
used to think it only suitable for a light 
meal or to serve ‘‘as.a change.” T 
we know that it is not only remarkably 
sustaining, but that the short fibres of 
which its flesh is composed make it far 
more digestible than meat. That is why 
we find so many modern athletes training 
on fish. 

Oddly enough, though frying is. so 
popular, it is rarely well done in our 
homes. Yet Ts could be more 
unappetising than a limp, greasy, anzmic- 
dine piece of badly fried fish, and 
nothing is easier to avoid if the rules-of 
good frying are observed. 

There are two types of frying. Deep 
fat frying and shallow frying. In the 
former, as the name tells you, the fat 
must be deep, really deep, so that the 
pieces of fish, or whatever you ate" going 
to fry, are completely covered. If you 
have not got a deep frying pan, use an 
ordinary saucepan, 

The second rule to remember is that the 
fat must be really hot. Few people realise 
how absolutely important this is. Don't 
put the fish into the fat until a blue smoke 
is rising, and don’t put too many pieces in 
at once, or you will cool the fat too much. 

So much for the fat. Now for the fish. 
The great point to remember is that, it 
must be coated with something that, will 
prevent. the fat svaking into the flesh and. 
making: it sodden. The coating can be of 
verious kinds. The simplest method ‘is to 
dry the fish well, and dip it into fine dry 
flour or fine oatmeal that has been 
seasoned with salt and pepper, Put a 
tablespoonful or two of this seasoned flour 
or oatmeal on a piece of kitchen paper, 
and roll the fish gently in it, taking care 
to dust off any superfluous flour before 
putting the fish into the hot fat. , 

Don’t coat your pieces of fish before your 
fat is ready, or they will become moist 
while waiting, and: will not fry well. The 
time taken for frying will vary according 
to the size of your piece. Fry till it is 
crisp and golden brown on both sides, 
then drain first with the fish slice, next on 
soft paper and serve on a hot dish, 
garnished with lemon and parsley. 

Other, methods of coating are to dip the 
fish in batter or to coat with egg and 
breadcrumbs. Whichever method is 
adopted, see that the coating completely 
covers the fish, so that there is no chance 
of the fat entering it. 

Shallow frymg. or dry frying, means 
frying with a smal] quantity of fat only, 
just enough to cover the pan to, say, one: 
eighth inch deep, .. Here, again, the fat 
must be smoking hot. The fish may ‘be 
prepared as for a frying, but it must be 
fried first on one side, then. turned care- 
fully and fried on the other.

From an analysis 
of his records he finds that there is a 3 


per cent. chance of a company dying in 
its first year, a 9 per cent. chance of death 


within two years, 4.25 per cent. chance of 
death within seven years, and a 3OQ per 


cent. chance in the first decade. 

The incidence of mortality differs, of 
course, among the various types of com- 
panies, as it does within different popala- 
tion groups. Taking the first five years of 
the comvanies registered in the decade 
from 1919 to 1929, the investor. will dis. 
cover that if he put his money into electri- 
cal and wireless companies he stood a 60 
per cent. chance of losing it. Had the 
money gone into motor comnanies only 40 

r cent. of his companifs would have 

icd. In tran&port companies the per- 
centage was 38, in building and roads 35, 
in food 32, and in textiles 22. Invest- 
ment companies make a good showing with 
a mortality rate of only 5 cent. '

Incustrial ACorta ‘itu 


A new and very depressing branch of 
vital statistics has just been brought to 
my notice. Vital statistics are not enter 
taining reading at their brightest, but the 
stndy made by Mr. P. W. S. Andrews in 
the “ Economic Journal ” brings a shiver 
down the spine. 

The novelty with which Mr. Andrews 
endeavours, to make the flesh creep is a 
study of the death-ra’es among public com. 
panies quoted on tha London Steck Ex- 
chance, and the results are ae 
starthing. 

Taking the records of 481 companies 
floated between 1919 and 1932 Mr. 
Andrews shows that more than one-third 
of them are now dead. From an analysis 
of his records he finds that there is a 3 
per cent. chance of a company dying in 
its first year, a 9 per cent. chance of death 
within two years, 4.25 per cent. chance of 
death within seven years, and a 30 per 
cent. chance in the first decade. 

The incidence of mortality differs, of 
course, among the various types of com- 
panies, as it does within different popala- 
tion groups. Taking the first five years of 
the comvanies registered in the decade 
from 1919 to 1929, the investor. will dis- 
cover that if he put his money into electri- 
cal and wireless companies he stood a 60 
per cent. chance of losing it. Had the 
money gone into motor comnanies only 40 

r cent. of his companifs would have 
di ed. In transport companies the per- 
centage was 38, in building and roads 33, 
in food 32, and in textiles 22. Invest- 
ment companies make a good showing with 
a mortality rate of only 5 cent. 

If the expectation of life of limited 
liability companietcan be worked out with 
actuarial acewracy, it jooks as.if there may 
be scope for a new branch of the insurance 
business.

A DANGEROUS ROAD 


Were official records of serious accidents on 


particular highways available it would not he 


a to discover that the most dangerous 
stretch of roadway in the Free State is the 
four nile of noad which skirts the sea front 
trom Blackbanks (a mile to northwards «af 
Raheny) to Sutton, and from thence to 
Howth. Dering recent months it has been 


the scene of several fatalities; and there can 1. 


be little doubt that its general accident 
record is out of all proportion to its densities 
of vehicular or pedestrian traffic. There 
seems, therefore, to be a convincing prima 
facie case, purely 
special examination. 

Not less convincing reasuns can be ad- 
vanced to show that the position demands 
examination from the. wider economic etand- 
point. Such an examination would almost 
certainly show that the traffic ingredient 
which most disposes to accident risks calls 
for reorganisatéon on purely financial grounds. 


A ROADSIDE RAILWAY 


Thirty-five years ago, following the clectrifi- 
cation of city tramways, an independent un- 
dertaking—the Clontarf and Hill of Howth 
Tramway om parry—obtained statutory 
powers to construct an extension of the Dolly- 
mount tramway service to Howth. OF the 
six niles of track then constructed about two 
miles were laid along the foreshore on an 
enclosed permavent way, and most of the 
remaining four miles look the form of a 
12-foot wide elevated railway on the public 
highway from Bilackbanks to Howth. When | 
such methods of construction were approved 
motor tranapert was in its nascent stages, resi- 
deaces in the Howth and Sutton districts were 
comparatively few ani far between, and the 
new tramway—intended mainly for summer 
seaside traffic—was the only alternative to 
G.N RR. Railway services 

Sitice then the locality’s residential and 
traffic conditions have undergone a ceasilicte. 
transformation. Owing mainly to the de-. 
velopment of motor tra 1-—private cars, 
and public. ctintimati-tee old sparsely 
populated districé has become a built-up 
area, The. highway which accommodates: the 
elevated track has became a popular motoring 
route for visitors and a main ‘bu: highway 
to Howth, Sutton ‘Laldoyle and Portmar- 
nock. Yet the old roadside elevated track 
remains, giving motorists an illusive sense of 
road space, constituting a menace at every

TRAMWAY FINANCE 


The answer to that question lies mainly 
with the Dublin United Srantess Company, 
who are under contract to maintain and 
operate the six-mile service, and to pay the 
Clontarf and Hill of Howth Company a | 
guaranteed rental of £3,000 yearly for use of 
the track, and with the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce as the controller of omnibus 
routes and services. Having regard to recent 
heavy falls in tramway receipts—tram cars 
almost deserted along the six-mile route, 
except on fine summer evenings—it seems 
reasonable to assume that the D.U.T, Com- 
pany, if free agents, would willingly abandon 
the service and cut their losses. ~ But, 
unfortunately, they would remain under con- 
tinumg legal obligation to pay a £5,000 yearly | 
rental for the abandoned ‘track.

To such adaptations the G.N.R. Company, 
as licensees of Dublin to Howth "bus services, 
would probably enter formal opposition; but, 
having regard to the public benefits to be 
reaped, it is hardly conceivable that such 
private opposition would prevail, At present 
the .G.N.R. and D.U.T. Companies operate 
joint "bus services over the same route from 
Dublin to Malahide. Under the plan now 

tha G.N.R. Company would retain 
a monopoly of three or four mules of roac 
(on which traffic demands are rapidly increas 
ing) from Fairview, throngh Riheny, to Kil- 
barrack. Such through traffic as they might 
lose to competing D.U.T. ‘buses would 
soon be retrieved on intermediate | 
staces; and the combined  services— 
one serving St. Anne’s on its Northern road 
frontage, and the other on its southern 
boundary—would both be assured of early 
and substantial revenue increments. 


PUBLIC INTERESTS 


But, apart from all such considerations of 
equity between transport interests, the con- 
sideration which outweighs all private issues 
is the removal of a serious ‘menace to the 
safety and convenience of citizens. Were it 
necessary to impose penalties to protect 
human life and limb the duty of traffic 
control authorities would be clear and impera- 
tive, Fortunately in this instance all public 
and private interests point to an klentical 
line of action; and the need for some such } 
action is exceptionally urgent.

THE NOMINALISTS AND

T HE Twelfth Century Renaigsance formed 


the subject. matter of the third of the 
Ardilaun Lectures Ma. . EI. 
Weaver, M.A., Fellow ot Trinity College, ; 


Oxford, at Alexandra College, Dublin. 

Dr. W. E.. Thrift, Provost of Trinity 
College, Dublin, who presided, welcomed Mr. 
Weaver, and said that the College was very 
fortunate to have the Ardilaun Endowment, 
which enabled them to have such lectures on 
French history as these every year, and they 
were doubly fortunate this year to have such 
a brilliant lecturer as Mr. Weaver. 

The intellectual Tife of the Middle Ages, 
said Mr. Weaver, began —- the revival ot 
classical learning, comprising the study of 
Latin, and of a few great authors—Virgil, 
Horace, Cicero, and Seneca. ‘The revival 
began in the Empire of Charles the Great, | 
and dated from the early part of the ninth 
century, and the rise of the monastic schools 
encouraged by Charles and continued by the 
Cathedral schools throughout the Empire. 
The contribution of this movement to the 
development of mediaval thought was two- 
fold. It made Latin a living language for 
educated men,'and the medium of intercourse 
between scholars in different countries of 
jurope. ‘The vernacular languages of the 
early Middle Ages were unsuited for the 
expression of abstract ideas. Latin alone 


was suitable; without the medium of Latin

WINDOWS BROKEN 


The explosion was heard in many parts 
of the city, and in Exchange Court the 
concussion broke bedroom windows and 
drove splintered glass against the furni- 
ture.

FOOT-AND-MOUTH 
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THE observance of the two minutes’ 

silence at the Cenotaph in 
London yesterday was interrupted by 
a man who had escaped from an 
asylum in mber last, and since 
had been at . 

A huge gathering had assembled at 
Whitehall when the King and Queen 
arrived from Buckingham Palace. The 
aid was in the khaki service uniform of 


a Field-Marshal, while the Queen was} 


dressed in black, and wore a bunch of 
Flanders poppies at her neck. 

The King took up his place before the 
Cenotaph, while the Queen, with Queen 
Mary at her side, looked down upon the 
scene from one of the Home Office 
windows. Behind the King, and “ at 
attention,” stood the Duke of Gloucester, 
in khaki, and the Duke of Kent, in naval 
uniform. On the north side of the hollow 
square, composed of sailors, soldiers and 
airmen, were the Prime Minister and the 
members of his Cabinet. . 

When the King had placed his wreath 
upon the base of the Cenotaph, he was 
followed in their turn by members of the 
Royal Family, by the Prime Minister, on 
behalf of the Government, and by repre- 
sentatives of the three Services, the 
Dominions, the Colonies and India. Among 
the most impressive of the wreaths was 
that deposited by Mr. J. W. Dulanty, on 
behalf of the Irish Free State, in memory 
of the fifty thousand Irishmen who died 
in the Great War. 

After the “ Silence’ the “ Last Post ”’ 
was sounded, the Bishop of London offered 
prayer, and the notes of the Reveille were 
succeeded by those of the National 
Anthem. - i i

SILENCE BROKEN 


AN UNSEEMLY INCIDENT 


No sooner had ‘the King and those 
assembled at Whitehall begun to observe 
the silencé than a fair-haired man, who 
wore a mackintosh, forced his way from 
the crowd, and broke through the ranks 
of naval ratings before he could be 
stopped. _ There were cries of “ Hold 
him! Hold him!” Several policemen 
brought him to the ground, within some 
twenty yards of the point where the King 
stood." There was a momept’s desperate 
struggle, during which tire man was 
groaning and endeavouring to speak. 
Police, both horse and foot, engaged him. 
The crowd kept silence. The King, his 
brothers and the representatives of the 
armed forces remained motionless. 

The police tried to prevent the man from 
interrupting during the remainder of the 
two minutes. Occasionally, however, his 
groans were heard, and at the lapse of the 
two minutes he was taken to an 
ambulance station in Downing street, 
while peo le round about cried: ‘ Kill 
him! Kill him!” It was with difficulty 
that the police held back the crowds and 
kept the man unscathed until they reached 
the shelter of the ambulance station. 

In the meantime the King and his 
stood at attention until the 
bugles sounded the “ Reveille,”’ and the 
crowd sang fervently “God Save the 
King.” 

The Home Office afterwards informed 
reporters that the man concerned is 
Stanley Storey, who had been confined in

STATEMENT IN THE 
COMMONS

NO INTENTION TO ATTACK 
THE KING ; 


-In the House of Commons yesterday the 
Home Secretary (Sir Samuel Hoare) 
assured memvers that the man responsible 
for the interruption at the Cenotaph was 
an escaped mental patient, who had no 
intention of making an attack on the 
King or anyone else, and that no weapon 
was found on him. 

“The man,” he said, “ whose cries 
interrupted the Two Minutes’ Silence at 
the Cenotaph this morning is named 
Stanley Storey, aged 43,. who was re- 
sponsible for the disturbance in the gallery 
of this House on January 27th. He was 
in Cane Hill Asylum from February 4th 
to September 21st, on which date he 
escaped, and has since been at large. 

“He fell forward through the ranks of 
the police, who thought that he was faint- 
ing. Then he got up and dived through 
the naval contingent, shouting some such 
words as ‘No more war’ and his 
hypocrisy.’ He was immediatel 
to a room in the Colonial ce, and 
Special Branch officers were sent for, who 
identified him at once from his appear- 


ance. 

“He said that he had t t of making 
this demonstration three days ago, but 
had no intention of making an attack on 
the King or anyone else. - No weapons 
were found on him. The man. was 
obviously suffering from delusions, and is 
at present under observation in Fulham 
Infirmary. 

““ No question of criminal proceedings is 
under consideration. The only question is 
whether application should be made to the 
magistrate for his re-certification as a 
lunatic. This must depend on the result 
of the observations.’’ te

The crowd sang ‘‘God Save the King ”’ 
It was a spontaneous offering, not part 
of the official programme. To those who 
see in Remembrance Day the only oppor- 
tunity of the year for the Free State’s 
little fragment to demonstrate its loyalty 
to the King the Anthem may have seemed 
appropriate. But it was loyalty to the 
dead that brought us together. 


THE COUNTY CROSSES 


From soon after nine o'clock crowds 
were gathering at the meeting-place in 
the Park. In the forefront was the Cross 
made from the wood of-a farmhouse in 
the battleftelds. Behind were little county 
plots, in which small crosses of remem- 
brance were placed to the memory of men, 
regiments and brigades. The Marquess of 
Sligo and Mr. Kelly (Knock) had sent a 
great mass of crosses for the County Mayo 

lot. The Salonica Reunion Association 
had sent five hundred crosses, which were 
divided among the counties. Individuals, 
the majority of them women, were placing 
crosses up to the time the procession 
artived. These plots were a reproduction 
of the Garden of Remembratice at West- 
minster Abbey. The crosses will be taken 
to France, burned, and their ashes 
scattered. 

The plinth of the Wellington Monument 
was black with people, and behind the 
limits of the space reserved for the pro- 
cession from Beresford place the crowds 
were massed. They yave a warm recep- 
tion to the various um:ts of ex-Service men 
as they marched into place, with: the 
banners of their associations at their 
head. In the forefront of the ex-Service 
units were the men who still are under 
treatment for, their war wounds—men 
whose sacrifice possibly has been greater 
than death—from the Ministry of 
Pensions Hospital at Leopardstown. On 
the outskirts of the Garden of Remem- 
brance were motor cars containing ex- 
Service men who were unable, as a result 
of their injuries, to stand. 


THE LAYING OF WREATHS 


Following the observance of the Silence 
and the sounding of the “ Reveille,’’ 
wreaths were laid on the central cross 
and on the crosses around it, while the 
band, under Mr. W. Rafter, played 
Schubert’s ‘‘ Ave Maria.” Soon the place 
was a mass of poppies and laure! wreaths, 
with here and there the humble floral 
tribute of a mother or widow. 

The ex-Service men afterwards marched 
towards Islandbridge Gate, where the) 
dispersed.

THE PROCESSION 


Time seemed to have added to rather 
than taken from the dignity and im- 
pressiveness of Dublin’s annual pilgrimage 
to the Garden of Remembrance. This 
microcosm of an Empire’s sadness and 
pride of memory had none of the colour 
and pageantry associated with the 
ceremony in other RR of the world, but 
its lack of the quality of spectacle served 
to eag age its dignified simpl.city and 
pervade it with an atmosphere »%f sincerity 
that lent it a truly national character. 
Abova all, it gave to the thoughttul 
watcher an impression of purpose, a quiet 
steady purpose, reflected in the set faces 
mirroring the horror-flecked memories, 
distant but not remote, of the men who 
lived to grasp at shadows. 

For the time being they lived with their 
memories, finding in them a source of new- 
found energy for men who twenty years 
ago were young, yet now march>d with a 
lithe, steady step and a straight back and 
squared shoulders defying the burden of 
time, and drawing from them a sweet 
tenderness and solace and a sense of 
detachment that lifted them spiritually 
far beyond the clutches of their dis- 
illusionment. Watching them pass, it 
seemed that they tramped nineteen years 
into nothingness, and that the footfalls 
of the young men who filled the gaps now 
were not merely echoes of those who did 
not march back. And theirs was a nobler, 
finer tribute to the men who died, hecause 
it cared nought for the wrack of time or 
the things that are of the present, but 
was drenched with the sweet-sad remem- 
brance of a great sacrifice, 


INCIDENTS OF THE MARCH 


Here and there, as the long column 
swung along the quays, there were touch- 
yng little incidents which recalled the 
stern realities of the present. Big-framed

Here in this peaceful church daily through- 
out the year praye~ is raised to God, ‘Give 
peace in ou: time oh Lord’ Ih we all 
enter into the spirit of that prayer, and in 
so doing we may venerate suitably. the 
memory of the fallen.” 

Mr. Johnston sad that there was only

He appealed to the generosity of the ‘con- 
gregation—generosity which never failed at 
this time of the year—upon which the poor 
ex-Service men had learned to rely, and would 
rely upon more and more as the years 
‘There were six thousand ex-soidiers in mental 
hospitals alone.

There 
was a fuli attendance of buyers in home and 
shipping interests, with prices generally firm, 
but this was due to the fact that fed qualities 
were particularly scarce, and butchers found 
it hard to suit themselves in the right article, 
especially handy weight wethers and suitabl.

AT INOUIRY 


THE CASE OF TWO DUBLIN

RISH branch companies of large external 
| firms had advantages in the Free State 
against which the native concerts could 
not compete, contended Mr. Peter L. 
McEvoy, representing the Federation of 
Saorstat Industries, at the meeting of the 
Committee of Inquiry into Patent Design 
and Trade Mark Law, held at 45 Merrion 
square, Dublin, yester lay. 

Mr. McEvoy was continuing his presenta- 
tion of the case of the Federation that the 
free assignment of trade marks, like ‘‘ Sun- 
light’ for soap and “'Cadbury ' for choco- 
late, should not be permitted. 

The advantage that branch firms possessed, 
he said, was in the huge amount of adver- 
tising in English newspapers circulating in 
the Neds State. In the case of Lever 
Brothers (Ireland), Lid., he estimated 
that the annual value of this . adver- 
tising to the Irish branch, which 
had not to pay a. penny _ for 
it, was in the neighbourhood of £10,000. In 
the case of Fry-Cadbury (Ireland), Ltd., he 
estimated that the advertising conducted in 
the British Press by the parent companies 
was worth £3,500 to the Irish branch. Ivist 
manufacturers, he argued, could not advertive 
to this extent. 

Mr. McEvoy was questioning Mr. W. &. 
Maitland, managin director of Lever 
Brothers (Ireland), itd. on the subject of 
the advertising enjoyed, he said, free of cost 
by the Irish firm. . The parent company, he 
said, advertised in Sunday newspapers esti- 
mated to have a total circulation of 168,000 
copies per week in the Free State and in 
daily papers estimated to have a circulation 
of 90,000 copies. 


IRISH ADVERTISING 


“ All that sounds very nice,” said Mr, 
Maitland, “ but I am not prepared to admit 
that we derive that much benefit from the 
advertising in the English papers that you 
speak of. We spend more than £10,0@ in 
advertising in the Irish newspapers, and we 
place our confidence in our Irish advertising. 

Mr. McEvoy eaid. he believed that, this 
advertising was just as effective as it was 
in the Irish newspapers, 

Mr, Maitland said he would admit that it 
was, perhaps, a help in keeping up the trade, 
but he was not prepared to agree that his 
firm derive the benefit from it suggested. 

Asked by Mr. McEvoy to explain a refer- 
ence made in a submission of evidence at 
an earlier meeting on behalf of his firm, that 
acceptance of the proposals of the Federation 
I not be in the best interests cf 
Irish workers, Mr. Maitland said his firm 
employed about 300 workers at its. Dublin 
factory. He agreed that it sypplied be- 
tween 60 and 65 per cent. of the soap and 
soap powders market of the Free State, 


USE OF MACHINERY 


Mr. McEvoy said, that Lever Brothers 
(Ireland) did not employ as many workers 
in proportion to its share of the trade: as 
the Irish firms, and Mr. Maitland replied 
that a good deal of machinery was used, He 
would not, however, accept Mr. McEvoy’s 
contention that employment in the native 
concerns would be doubled if those firms 
secured Lever’s trade, because, he said, they 
woiild be sertain to instal wachines to do 
the work if they got the market. 

Mr. M. Mc. Church, managing director, Fry- 
Cadbury,’ Ltd., said that he did not know 
how many trade marks had been assigned to 
his firm by the parent companies in England. 

Mr. McEvoy said that twenty-four had kien 
assigned by J. 8. Fry and Co, and twenty-six 
by Cadbury. Brothers. 

Mr. Church disagreed with Mr. McEvoy’s 
contention that his firm got the advantage 
of the English advertising. Most of the com- 
modities advertised, he said, were not made 
by his firm. 

Mr. McEvoy—What about the man bring- 
ing the famous poached eggs and toast to 
various places ? i 

Mr. Church—Most of that is placed by 
ourselves in the Irish newspapers. I do not 
follow English advertising.

NANTAO'S DEFENCES

NANKING, Thursday. 


Bhs ts Japanese bombers were shot 

down to-day, when fifteen 
Japanese ’planes rained fifty or sixty 
bombs outside the South gate of 
Nanking, near Kwanghuamen <Aero- 
drome. . 

An anti-aircraft shell crashed right 
through one heavy bomber, which 
burst. into flames, exploded and 
crashed to the ground in three blaz- 
ing pieces, ! 

The raiders comprised 
bombers and six pursuit ’planes. 

After intensive bombing and shelling the 
Japanese now are. virtually masters of 
Nantao, the last corner south of the foreign 
settlements of Shanghai, where Chinese 
troops were still holding out, says a 
Shanghai telegram. 

The whole of Shanghai shook with the 
intensity of the bombardment, in which two 
Japanese men of war, near the boom across 
the river, took part, while howitzer shells 
screamed over the settlements. Huge fires 
started, and the sky became dark, as gigantic 
columns of smoke rose in many districts. 

Meanwhile the Japanese set fire to all the 
junks forming the boom in the river off 
Nantao, which burnt slowly to the waters 
edge. Scores of other fires at nightfall were 
burning in Nantao and Bootung, where 
Japanese flags are flying everywhere. 

A shell landed on the French Bund, killing 
six Annamite Guards and slightly wounding 
two French soldiers who were patrolling the 
creek near-by. 


BRITISH JOURNALIST 
KILLED 


Mr. Pembroke Stephens, aged thirty-two, 
special correspondent of the London Daily 
Telegraph and Morning Post, was killed 
when he was struck by machine gun bullets 
while watching the bombardment of Nantao 
by Japanese guns and ‘planes from a vantage 
point in the French Concession at Shanghai. 

Mr. Stephens was standing on a platform 
at the top of the water tower at the Siccawei 
Creek, with a noted’ French radiologist, Dr. 
A, Richer, and six others, when a Japanese 
machine gun opened fire on them. 

Some eye-witnesses of the occurrence say 
that one of the men on the platform waved 
a friendly greeting to the Japanese machine- 
gun crew, 

Apparently the crew thought it was a 
Chinese post, and that someone was 
signalling to the Chinese troops.

CHRISTIANITY

A DUBLIN DEBATE 


“That War is _ incompatible “with 
Christianity’? was the subject of a debate 
at the Preshvterian Association ‘at Stephen's 
Green last night. 

_ Mr, E. K. Eason, B.A., said he could not 
believe that war could be an instrument 
between nations, War could not accomplish 
its supposed aim, and it created very much 
more trouble than any good it could 
accomplish. It was nothing less than planned 
destruction of human beings by Governments 
as a part of national policy. Armies only 
existed for the purpose of killing, and the 
Government which used its army in that wa 
denied universal justice and a universal God. 
Any group which deserved the title 
“ Christianity ” should vegard war as an 
instrument which should not be used by 
them. There was no excuse for adopting 
war as an instrument for the settlement of 
international problems to-day, whether those 
problems were of territory or trade. War 


was the lazy man’s method of settling 
nothing. 
Mr. William Kennedy said that something 


must be done to find raw materials, to pro- 
vide an outlet for the youth of a nation. 
They had only to look at England for an 
example of that. They all had learned at 
school that British possessions were coloured 
red on the map—red, chat colour symbolic 
of bloodshed, of vile murder, of massacre, 
of robbery, and érucity and violence and 
hatred. Even to-day England pursued the 
policy of old by ruthlessly bombing helpless 
villagers. And England was a Christian 
country; nohodv would deny that. War had 
many good points, all tending towards the 


| develo ment of true Christian spirit, a feel- 


ing of fellowship between all classes, and 
was the only thing which would mobilise 
the people. for peave, and unity and progress. 
There could be no better example of man's 
inability to bring peace to the world when- 
ever he liked than the miserable failure of 
the League of Nations.

| FOREIGN BANKS 
BANNED

RIO DE JANEIRO, Thursday. 


NCREASED powers for President 
Vargas, whose term of office is 
indefinitely prolonged, are provided 
under the new régime, by which the 
existing form of Government has 
been swept away. 

Details of the new Constitution became 
available during last night, and all over 
the capital people sat outside cafés poring 
over the changes, while a “state of emer- 
gency ” prevailed throughout the country. 

It is provided that President Vargas, 
who was due to retire shortly, shall re- 
main in office until the new Constitution 
has been submitted to a national 
plebiscite. 

Later, at a date still to|be fixed, a new 
President is to be elected for a six-year 
term, and a new Parliament to replace 
that which’ was dissolved yesterday. 


TWO CHAMBERS 


The Constitution provides for a Legis- 
lature of two Chambers. The Lower 
Chamber will be elected indirectly, and 
the Upper House—to be called the Federal 
Council—will consist of representatives 
elected by the State Assemblies, together 
with ten members nominated by the Pre- 
sident. 

Brazil is stated to be quiet after 
the coup. Two Governors—those of Bahia 
and Pernambuco—have resigned, but 
messages have been received from the 
Governors of the other States, declaring 
their support for the Government. 

Foreign interests are affected by the 
change-over. Article 145 of the new Con- 
stitution forbids the operation in Brazil 
of banks and insurance companies with 
non-Brazilian shareholders. Existing 
foreign houses will be allowed a time limit 
to adjust themselves to the new law.

The Government Committee of the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in Ireland, at a meeting to-day, 
decided to take legal opinion on the ques- 
tion of what steps can be taken to have 
the position in Nesters Ireland clarified 
as to the constitution of a Divisional Court. 
The Committee considered resolutions 
passed by the special meeting of the 
Assembly deprecating the High Court pro- 
ceedings against Dr. T. M. Johnstone, who 
was fined £100 for contempt of Court by 
Lord Justice Best. Counsel’s opinion was 
that a judge, sitting alone—as did Lord 
Justice Best—did not constitute a Divi- 
sional Court, and the Assembly, in one 
of its resolutions, directed the Government 
Committee to have the position in Northern 
Ireland clarified as to the constitution of 
such a Court. The object, it is stated, 
is to avoid in future. the possibility of the 
conviction of a citizen on a charge of con- 
tempt of Court without the concurrence 
of at least two judges of the High Court 
sitting together.
